The Examiner 
disagrees with Applicant's remarl< that "Johnson actually teaches against providing the random number generator on the transaction device 
itself. Johnson constantly refers to the device generating random numbers. Please see, for example, column 3, lines 32-34, 56-58, 65-67. 
The Examiner believes that the references cited (Seidman, Johnson, Atalla, and Wood) anticipates Applicant's limitations as claimed. The 
Final Rejection is still considered valid. 

In regards to the 112, 2""^ rejection, "a reader random number generator" is introduced twice in claim 16. It is not cleared whether it is the 

same generator from the transaction device. 
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
